4,000 Germans 
Slain As Fight 


Nears Gateway 


LONDON, Tuesday, May 9.—(44

Russian troops supported by 
masses of planes and powerful ar- 
tillery fire began the final storm- 
ing of positions held by an Axis 
garrison of perhaps 25,000 men on 
Sunday. 

In two days of bitter fighting, 
the bulletin said, the Russians ad- 
vanced about four miles through 
a widely developed system of re- 
inforced concrete fortifications 
erected since the German capture 
of the city July 2, 1942, and cap- 
tured Inkerman, only two miles 
east of the city. 

Ahead of the charging Russian 
infantrymen lies the last formid- 
able barrier before Sevastopol, 
Malakhov Hill, whose seizure in 
the Crimean War of 1855 deter- 
the surrender of Sevasto- 
pol. The Russians now are fight 
ing over the graves of Frenchmen 
in that war and over 
ground where thousands of Ger- 
mans perished in the 1941-42 siege.

The same rainstorm that covered the escape of the battleship South 
Dakota after the night battle of November 14-15, 1942, beat down on 
us without mercy as we began the ordeal of identifying the dead 


and committing them to the sea. 


The burials had to be held imme- 


diately. We were in the tropics and we had no embalming facilities. 


Those readers who wish to be- 
lieve that war is chiefly romance, 
adventure and glory had better 
skip the remainder of this article. 
It is not a pretty story. 

Making the identifications of 
our 40 dead was difficult. We 
could find only 10 identification 
tags. Personal effects—papers, 
books, letters, and such things, 
bearing the name of the owner— 
were our only means of identifi- 
cation in many cases. A few men 
were identified by names sewn 
into clothing as laundry marks. In 
every case, however, we were able 
to firid something that established 
identity beyond doubt. 
ENVELOPES FOR DEAD 

Dr. Walter W. Crowe, the senior 
dental officer, and Ensign Warren 
D. Calhoun helped me with my 
task. We had 40 large envelopes 


and into them we put the rings, | 


watches, and papers as we found 
them on the bodies. These enve- 
lopes were sealed and sent to each 
man’s family, together 
property in his locker. 

In one boy’s pocket we found a 
New Testament inscribed, “From 
Mother and Dad.” Its fine leather 
cover had been gashed by two 
shell splinters and it was water 
soaked. I knew that the sight of 
the condition of the book would 
oniy increase his parents’ heart- 
ache. I didn’t send it home. 

Instead, I wrote to the boy’s 
father asking permission to keep 
the Testament as a remebrance 
of his son. The father replied with 
a very kind letter, granting my 
request and inclosing a snapshot 
of the boy. 
NO GOOD LUCK CHARM 

In another boy’s pockets we 
found two New Testaments. One 


was the King James version and | 


the other was the Goodspeed 
translation in modern language. 
This boy did not carry a Bible as 
a good luck charm. He carried it 
_ to study it, comparing verses in 
the two versions. 

The rain began to beat down 
harder by midafternoon when we 
completed the identifications ahd 
began the burials. The bodies 
were in rows on the fantail of 
the ship, where we often held our 
church services. Forty 5-inch 
shells were stacked on the deck 
to be used as weights. 

Below decks, members of the 
crew who were not on duty were 
sleeping the sleep of complete ex- 
haustion, so we hardly needed the 
line stretched across the fantail to 
keep them away. There was no 
time now to stop the engines for a 
formal burial service. There would 
‘be time later to honor our dead. 
RAIN STINGS FACES 

Two sailmakers began the task 
of sewing the bodies into canvas, 
each weighted with a shell. After 
a while, one sailmaker collapsed 
and had to be taken away, but 
the other stayed with us. Rain 
and spray from the heavy sea 
Stung our faces and _ soaked 
through the two raincoats I was 
wearing. 

As each body was lowered into 
the sea I said the committal pray- 
er. 
I said. 
that, as long as I live, I would 
never again deliver a Memorial 
Day address. 

At 5 p. m. we buried together 
the six officers who were killed in 
the battle. They were separated 
from the men, not because of rank, 
but because several of their per- 
sonal friends wanted to be pres- 
ent. The executive officer and 
eight other officers who could 
leave their posts stood by with 
heads uncovered as I spoke the 
committal prayer again and again 
-—#ix times. 

BURIED TOGETHER 

Captain Gatch was on the 
bridge, and could not be present 
when we laid the officers to rest. 
Among them was one of his best 
friends, Lieutenant Commander 
John Edward Burke, 37 years old, 
the sky control officer. He and 
the captain had played chess reg- 
ularly together. 
killed, Captain Gatch put his chess 


away, never to get them out on/| 


the ship again. 

Burke and Lieutenant Com- 
mander M. F. Pavlic, 33, the ma- 
chine gun officer, were killed by 
the same shell. We buried them 
in a single piece of canvas. 

At 6 p. m. we stopped briefly 
for chow, then resumed our tasks. 
We had to use several relays of 
pallbearers, but the _ sailmaker, 
whose duty was the hardest of all, 
stuck with us. 
composure, for he was not a care- 
free youngster but a man in his 
40s. He had served in the Navy 
in World War 1 and had re-enlist- 
ed after Pearl Harbor, quitting a 
responsible job as a department 
manager of a large store, 

RITES AT NIGHT 

All through the evening the 
burials continued, and steadily the 
Violence of the storm increased. 
It was hard to keep our footing 
on the slippery deck and the rain 
bit into our faces. When only 
seven bodies remained, I felt we 
couldn't endue it any longer and 
told the men we'd have to finish 
in the morning. 

The first thing I heard when I 
awoke the next morning was a re- 
port that all the bodies had been 
washed overboard. I rushed to 
the fantail, sick with the thought 
that it might be true. The seven 
bodies still lay there. The false 
rumor had started because the 
crew did not know we had con- 
ducted many of the burials during 
the night. 

The morning sky had cleared 
and the sun was out as we com- 
mitted the last seven to the sea. 
The sailmaker was back at his

WRECKED IN BODY 

When the ship reached the Navy 
yard the sailmaker went on leave. 
As he departed he seemed in good 
spirits but when he returned to 
the ship 10 days later he was a 
broken man. He was old, bent, 
wrecked in body and mind. He 
said he couldn’t get out of his 
mind the memory of those burials. 
We sent him to a hospital imme- 
diately. 

That man may be a charge on 
the nation for the remainder of 
his life. I sincerely hopes he re- 
covers, but if he does not, he 
should be counted a casualty of 
the war just as truly as if he had 
been wounded by a shell. He did 
his duty—both in and after the 
battle. 

The South Dakota dropped an- 
chor in a harbor in a South Pa- 
cific port on Tuesday and we 
‘made arrangements to hold a 
memorial service on the following 
day. I sent an officer ashore to 
buy flowers and he arranged to 
get 12 dozen of the beautiful lilies 
which he saw growing in a gar- 
den behind a residence. 

WARM AND SUNNY 

In contrast with the stormy 
weather we had just passed 
through, the day of the service 
was warm and sunny. At 10 a. m. 
the colors were lowered to half 
mast and the memorial service 
began. 

Every man aboard who could 
be spared from duty was present, 
at least 1,800 of the crew. They 
covered every possible spot on the 
after portion of the ship. All the 
enlisted men wore white uniforms 
and the marines their dress outfits. 

I set up the altar near the spot 
where, just two days earlier, I had 
conducted the. burials. On the altar 
we placed a few of the jilies and 
the remainder of the 12 dozen 
were put in baskets on the air- 
plane catapults, in charge of two 
chief petty officers. 

CLOSE TO BREAKDOWN 

The ship’s choir sang “Nearer 
My God to Thee” and I arose to 
speak to the great crowd of men 
in white. I have delivered thou- 
sands of sermons and speeches in 
my 20 years as a minister, but 
never before did I come so close 
tc breaking down. I know I spoke 
for four or five minutes, but all 
I can remember saying is: 

“Each one of us who looked at 
our shipmates dead on the deck 
last Monday morning had one 
thought that we'll never forget. 
The thought was, ‘There, but for 
the grace of God, lie I.’” 

Commander A. E. Uehlinger, the 
executive oficer, read the roll of 
the dead. As he spoke each of the 
40 names, ruffles were sounded 
on the drum and the chiefs 
dropped lilies from tke catapults 
into the sea. There was not a 
sound, except the ruffles of the 
drum. We all wept, unashamed. 

I had asked Captain Gatch to 
speak, and he stepped to the front, 
still carrying his arm in a sling 
because of the wound he suffered 
‘in our first battle. He spoke in 
'praise of the men who had lost 
\their lives, said he was proud of 
ithe entire ship’s company, and of 
the ship. Then he clenched his 
fists, glared at the crew and 
shouted: 

With firm invective, TI want to 
say this—I want to fight Japs all 
my life.” 

TEARS STREAMED 

After this outburst the Old Man 
walked stiffly to his seat, tears 
streaming down his cheeks. 

Two buglers sounded taps. One 
of them was stationed high in the 
superstructure, where he could 
not be seen, and the other was on 
deck. They played flawlessly, one

(Here is one of the most cruel 
women you ever heard of. She 
is educating her son to torture 
dogs and cats. Oh, she doesn’t 
incite him to such barbarity by 
deliberate injunction, but she 
fails to penalize his naughtiness. 
Instead, she sides with him, ex- 
cuses his sadism, and lets him 
repeat his offenses a second time. 
When she has him well trained 
in the habit of murder, and he 
happens to kill a human being, 
as a little girl, she may wonder 
how it could possibly have hap- 
pened. But she will positively 
be the cause of her son’s going 
from the high chair to the elec- 
tric chair, Children should be 
taught to shed tears at the death 
of pet dogs or cats, instead of 
being tacitly encouraged to mur- 
der or torture such animals.) 


Case V-115: Herman Y., aged 5, 
has a sister aged 12. 

“Herman is a problem,” his Sun- 
day school teacher confessed. “He 
seems to have a cruel streak. 


“A few months ago he deliber- 
ately killed his dog, after tying 
it to a tree and then setting fire 
to its long fur with matches. The 
dog howled but Herman seemed 
to take delight in its agony.

DIAGNOSIS 

Cruelty is definitely a human 
trait and is often an indication of 
a vengeful spirit trying to get 
even with somebody. 


Animals are ruthless. They may 
kill their prey in a painful man- 
ner. But they don’t show the de- 
light in prolonging agony, which 
we often see demonstrated by 
human beings. They don’t torture 
their prey for the sheer joy in 
seeing it writhe or moan. 

Even the cat which plays with 
a mouse before finally killing it, 
is not vengeful about the matter. 
It apparently uses the mouse, as 
a boy employs his ball, simply 
as a plaything. The cat seems to 
demonstrate simply a modification 
of “hide and seek” in its toying 
with the mouse. 

THE ONLY CRUEL ANIMAL 

Mankind, therefore, is the only 
cruel animal. The lion or tiger 
are glad to kill their prey with the 
first blow, if possible. But man 
will develop varieties of torture 
devices for the sheer purpose of 
delaying the death of his victims. 

Cruelty is the antithesis of al- 
Both of these traits are 
limited to human beings, and are 
acquired, We learn them, as we 
learn to play the plano, by daily 
practice. 

Herman, however, is being 
taught cruelty not only by the 
carelessness or thoughtlessness of 
his parents who leave dogs with- 
out food and drink, but by the 
deliberate coddling which he re- 
ceives from his mother. 

“I never saw a boy who wouldn’t 
bother a cat,” his mother glibly 
defended her son when he was 
proved to have tortured the ani- 
mal. “All little boys are bad,” she 
added. 

HOW TO CURB CRUELTY 

A cruel child may be express- 
ing his dislike for another brother 
or sister. The tortured kitten or 
dog, therefore, is a substitute for 
the hated sibling. This may be 
partly the case with Herman. 

But cruelty also indicates fail- 
ure to read ourselves into the per- 
son of the other individual. The 
Golden Rule attempts to remedy 
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this by teaching us to imagine 
ourselves in the shoes of the other 
fellow. 

To encourage such early imag- 
ining, a mother should remon- 
strate with her child the first 
time. She should draw analogies 
between the feelings of the dog 
and that of the boy. She should 
repeat this many times, praising 
the boy’s evidences of thought- 
fulness, and scolding his cruelty.

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Cereals 


Important 
In Child’s Diet 


By Sally Saver. 


Cereals are an important item 
in a child’s diet. Being mostly a 
starchy or carbohydrate food, 
céreals are mainly for energy, 
though the whole grain cereals 
are important sources of minerals 
and proteins and they furnish 
substantial amounts of the B com- 
plex vitamin, Oatmeal and whole 
wheat cereals are the most valua- 
ble from a nutrition standpoint, 
though all cereals make a satis- 
factory contribution to a child's 
diet. 

It is not enough to set a bowlful 
of oatmeal or any other good ce- 
real for that matter, before a 
child; the feeding job isn’t done 
until the food is eaten. And a 
child will balk at the monotony 
of a dish served each day in ex- 
actly the same manner as surely 
as an adult. 

Vary the oatmeal by serving it 
with brown sugar, with chopped 
dates, figs, prunes or raisins. 
Serve fresh fruit in season. But 
don’t fret and complain at John- 
nie if some fine morning he re- 
fuses the cereal altogether; sim- 
ply serve it at another meal in 
some other form! 

An excellent means of getting 
cereal eaten is to prepare it in 
this way: Cut cold cooked cereal 
in slices, dip the slices in beaten 
egg and lightly brown them in a 
little butter or margarine. Serve 
with syrup, preserves or jam, or 
with apple sauce. Thicken soups 

ith leftover cereal, add cereal to 

eat and vegetable dishes to 
thicken or “extend” them. Make 
puddings and custards with a ce- 
real base. Surely, cereals are 
good for children, but they don’t 
have to be eaten in the same way 
to get the food values. 

Here are some recipes to point 
the way to cereal variety: 
CEREAL BLANC-MANGE 
WITH FRUIT 

Scald 2 cups milks and add 3 
tablespoons sugar and 1-2 tea- 
spoon salt. Sift in, stirring con- 
stantly, 1-3 cup fine wheat cereal 
(and kind). Stir constantly until 
thickened and boiling then cook 
in a double boiler for 20 minutes 
Pour into small molds and let 
cool, chill if desired. Then turn 
out into individual dishes, sur- 
round with sliced fresh or cooked 
fruit, or berries and garnish with 
a fleck of bright jelly. Or dis- 
solve bright colored jelly in a 
little hot water and serve as a 
sauce over the puddings. Garnish 
with a spoonful of cream. This 
soon becomes a favorite dessert, 
mainly because of the attractive 
way it is served. 

FRUIT SURPRISE 

Put 1 cup. stewed, slightly 
sweetened apples or rhubarb or 
any fruit in a buttered baking 
dish. Crumble over the fruit ™% 
cup cornflakes, sprinkle with 
brown sugar and repeat layers of 
fruit and crushed’ cornflakes. 
Sprinkle top with 2 tablespoons 
soft brown sugar, mixed with 4 
teaspoon cinnamon. Bake in a 
hot oven, 15 minutes, or until crust 
is brown. Serve warm or cold. 


Waistline Deter

waistline measures more than 26 
inches. These girls have to keep 
their waistlines srfug or they ap- 
pear plump in pictures. 

And there’s a tip for you... 
you can look streamlined at nor- 
mal weight by keeping this mid- 
measurement trim. For example, 
take two girls each five feet, 
three inches, tall and weighing 120 
pounds apiece. One girl has a neat 
and tidy 25-inch waistline and the 
other a blowsy 27%-inch waist.

Movement: Holding that up-pull 
through the middle,, bend sharply 
at the waist to touch fingertips to 
floor on one side; back to position, 
bend to other side. Repeat s1x 
counts for a starter, then work up 
to 18 counts. You cheat on this 
exercise if you let the hips bow 
out to the opposite side as you 
bend, and crumple at the waist. 

Position: Sitting on floor, stretch- 
ed slim through the middle, head 
hetween arms, legs straight and 
widely separated. 

Movement: Twist to the side, 
then bending, touch outstretched 
hands to foot; back to position, 
twist at waist, and touch out- 
stretched hands to other foot. Six 
times is plenty for a starter. Later

NEW YORK, Sunday.—Saturday morning at 
10 o’clock Captain Giles G. Stedman called for 
me and we went to visit the United States 
Merchant Marine Academy at Kings Point, 
N. Y. This is a very unique spot, beautifully 
landscaped and with permanent buildings. The 
old Chrysler house has been painted to con- 2 
form with the newer buildings. On one side of ee 
the campus are the shops and study halls, on the ot e bar- 
racks where the boys live. Down along the water front you can 
find small motorboats, rowboats, sailboats and one boat devoid of 
sales but with modern engines. 

The first thing I did on arrival was to be conducted to the 
amphitrist pool where, just before exams, the cadets toss in pen- 
nies. They brought a supply for my use, but when I delved into 
my pocketbook I found two. Luckily the second one landed in the 
correct spot, wpich I suppose indicated that I would pass my exam 
when I took it. It looked as though I was going to be put to the 
test right away, for shortly afterwards we found ourselves on the 
platform before our first audience! 

These pennies have an ultimate purpose as well as an imme- 
diate one. Some day they hope to erect a memorial to the mem- 
bers of the group who have died at sea during the war. Already 
124 have died and some are missing, for the Merchant Marine is 
a dangerous service. There are some fine stories of heroism on 
which to begin building the traditions of the cadet midshipmen of 
the Merchant Marine Academy. 


Like all other military establishments, the barracks are beau- 
tifully neat. I lunched with the midshipmen and enjoyed very 
much the opportunity of seeing this very fine group of young men. 
As they marched past us in review I was greatly impressed by 
them. The work must be extraordinarily heavy. Forty-two hours 
a week is a hard schedule, and they still find time to engage in 
extra curricula activities, such as publishing a fine magazine called 
“Polaris,” putting on dramatic shows, taking part in athletics and 
drilling and boating. I decided they never slept. 


After lunch I went to Adelphi College in Garden City, which 
has just established a nursing course where 300 United States cadet 
nurses are being trained. The occasion was the acceptance by the 
college of two residence halls which have just been completed by 
the Federal Works Agency of the nurses. The exercises were in- 
teresting and this group of cadet nurses will be a great addition to 
the hospitals where they will be taking part of their training. One 
of the advantages of this course is that the girls can be useful 
while they are still in training. 

I stopped for a few minutes at the USO in Hemstead on the way 
home. It was too early for many of the men from Mitchell Field 
to be there, but I could see that it was well run and a comfortable 
and homelike place. I reached home a little before 7 and I was 
glad that my only engagement was to have dinner with a friend.

It is just as well as to get used to two words 
which will figure in the invasion of Europe by 
the Allies: 

Kattegat and Skagerrak: 


They guard the approaches to Hitler’s vital Baltic sea. 


Kipling fans will remember Hans, the blue-eyed Dane who was 
knifed and killed in Fultah Fisher’s boarding house just before. he 
shipped out through the Kattegat. Annie, of Austria, bid him 
in and looted, later, ‘the maid Ultruda’s charm, the little silver 
crucifix that keeps a man from harm.” 


Denmark’s Jutland ints like a finger toward the southern 
juncture of Sweden and Norway. To the west of Jutland’s point 
is the entrance to the Skagerrak. On the east, southward, is the 
narrow Kattegat. 


Denmark is certain to figure in the invasion plans. There may 
be a major attempt to take- Denmark and use it as a base. The 
Germans know this and troops, reportedly 60,000 of the best, have 
augmented the garrisons on Jutland. 


Denmark is a country of islands, several hundred of them. But 
two islands, Zeland, on which is located Copenhagen, and Funen, 
on which Odense, home of Hans Christian Anderson, is the largest 
city, and the peninsula of Jutland make up the land mass of the 
tiny nation. 


It was off Jutland that the great naval engagement of the last 
war was fought in which the German navy wrought great slaughter 
and destruction on the British, fooled them twice with a new 
maneuver, “the battle turn-away,” but were outfought and forced 
back into their bases, never to come out again. 


It was out through the Kattegat and Skagerrak that German 
submarines came in the last war, refurnished and repaired. I 
talked, in 1937, with an old pilot who had brought them through. 
Denmark was a néutral in that war. But Denmark knew in 1937 
she would not be a neutral in this war. She knew the Germans 
would come over her borders like a river. And they did. In 
April, 1940. 


GERMAN PATTERN Hitler showed his hand as early as 1933 

in so far as Denmark was concerned, 
He began to shout about North Schleswig, awarded Denmark by 
the Versailles Treaty. “Stolen,” he shouted, forgetting the Ger- 
mans had stolen it in 1863. 


There was constant agitation, but the Danes remained Danes, 
A smail Nazi party kept up a clamor, but it was a nuisance. Noth- 
ing more. 


in April the Germans moved in swiftly and without any real 
resistance, Denmark’s army is a police force, her navy a few 
small gunboats. 

Germany had three chief objectives. 
food. The other was to use the land as a base. 
protect the Kattegat and Skagerrak. 


Denmark was an agricultural manufacturing plant. 
It sent to England, and Germany, millions and millions of egrs, 


more than a billion and a half a year, as I recall. Each egg was 
dated and stamped by the co-operative producing it. 


There was a standard joke that if an Englishman found his 
boiled breakfast egg to be bad he could send it back to the Danish 
farmer producing it and the farmer could rebuke the hen that laid 
it. It was an actual fact that the egg could be traced back to the 
exact hen yard from which it came. 

To England went thousands of pounds of bacon each month— 
the lean bacon the Englishman likes. To Germany went the fat 
bacon the Germans wanted. The canny Danes produced both kinds 
of pigs. Butter, cheese, milk, lard, raw hides, beef and veal, as 
well as potatoes and rye flour, as exports. 

Every Danish farmer approached near to “living at home.” 

It was this food, and this potentiality for producing food, the 
Germans wanted as one of their chief objectives. '

CENSORSHIP On April 24 the Germans stopped all news 
from Denmark. Since that time there has been 
only rumor. German police are active. Many Danes have been 


executed. 


On April 22 mass arrests were made. Explosions had been re- 
ported almost every night. Sabotage was common. 


Germany will be ruthless because Denmark, and particularly 
Jutland, is a real prize. It is a base for German strategy. It is a 
bridge to Norway. It is the lane from the Baltic to the Atlantic. 

If the Russians reach the Baltic, as they soon may, they will 
begin naval operations in the Baltic and this will increase the value 
of Denmark as a naval base. 

The Germans reportedly have fortified not. merely the west coast 
of Jutland, but the east coast as well. It js a bridge to Germany. 
From Zealand or Funen there is water to be crossed to reach main- 
land. Jutland is part of the mainland. 

If Germany chooses to invade Sweden it will be done from 
Denmark. From Elsinore to Halsingborg is but a 20-minute ferry 
ride. Elsinore was, gay, as compared with Halsingborg, and it was 
the custom for the Swedish young people to come across in crowds 
each night to dance and be gay at the clubs, catching the mid- 
night ferry back across. 

From Copenhagen to Malmo, Sweden, is but little more than 
an hour by slow ferry. 

So, when the invasion comes one might well be prepared with 
a good map of Denmark. And with a prayer for the Danish people 
who will do all they can on the side of decency and human rights. 

It is a key area for the attack on Germany and a German key 
of defense. About the size of Georgia, the nation’s importance 
looms larger and larger as invasion day nears. 

I hope that when the day comes and the action decided we may 
lift high a toast to the Danes and say with them: 


“Skoal! And death to our enemies!”

Invasion Delayed 
For a Good Reason 


WASHINGTON.—If there has been any de 
lay in launching the second front, as many in- 
formed persons profess to beleve, it is due, no 
doubt, to some of the ingenious obstacles de 

vised by the Germans for preventing our troops from landing on 
European shores. 

The Germans are a resourceful people. We may be sure that 
they have not been content merely to build up the so-called western 
wall against our invasion forces. They have gone much further 
than that. 

Evidence is at hand that they have invested all of the water 
approaches to beachheads suitable for landing operations with sub- 
merged obstacles which are capable of wrecking havoc on our 
troop-carrying vessels. 

To launch the second front without due regard to these hazards 
would be to invite disaster. Most of our landing force would be 
destroyed before it ever reached shore, where the real fighting 
begins. Naturally, every provision must be made for overcoming 
these obstacles before the grand assault is ordered 

Some of them have only recéntly been discovered. Allied

UNDERWATER DEFENSES Hanson Baldwin, military ana- 
lyst for the New York Times, 

has just revealed one of the most ingenious devices developed by 

the Germans for stopping our landing boats as they come in for 

the invasion. 

The underwater approaches to the beaches, he said, are pro- 
tected by contact or controlled mines, “and by various underwater 
obstacles—some of them concrete pylons, others railroad irons em- 
bedded in concrete.” 

The steel ratl-studded concrete pylons are said to be one of the 
most effective barriers of the kind yet devised. Steel rails are 
embedded in concrete balls much in the manner as toothpicks 
might be stuck in-an apple. Any way the ball is turned there are 
steel rails projecting up near the surface of the water. For this 
reason they are extremely difficult to remove. Mine sweepers cane 
not get to them very well. 

Moreover, mines are said to be attached to some of the steel rail 
obstacles. But with or without the live mines the steel-studded 
pylons are capable of tearing the bottom out of any boat that strikes 
them. 

Here is a problem, then, of the first magnitude that must be 
solved by the Navy before our troops can be laid down on an invae 
sion front. Undoubtedly there are others of equal importance 
which have not been revealed to the public. 

Obviously, it is not wise to let the Germans know how much 
of their defense system we are aware of. 

But this simple revelation about the rail and concrete pylons 
is enough to make us appreciate some of the intricacies of the prob- 
lem at hand. It is only reasonable to assume that obstacles of the 
kind have been planted in all of the waters offshore from the beach- 
heads we are likely to attack. The Germafhs have had four years 
to build up their defenses.

If the second front is long delayed, we may reasonably expect, 
judging from the past, that there will emerge a certain amount 
of criticism from the crackpot fringe on the score that it was 
ordered thus for political purposes—or as a means of withholding 
the final drama of the war until just before election time. 

People who hear such criticism should bear in mind incidents 
of the kind just revealed in connection with the newly discovered 
obstacles the Germans have devised. Our military commanders are 
pursuing a cautious course. They are doing everything possible 
to hold down the loss of lives to a minimum. 

Had we launched the second front. without a thorough pre- 
liminary survey of the German defense system, many of the lethal 
devices erected to stop us would have remained unimpaired, and 
if the whole venture did not result in failure, our losses at least 
would have been terrific. 

Until it is proved otherwise, therefore, the public must assume 
that our military leaders know what they are about. And if there 
seems to be an inordinate delay in launching the second front, we 
must assume that it arises from good cause.

It is this spirit, |

that a committee from the Aux- 
iliary calls attention to the inac- 
curacies in the article by the 
League of Women Voters. | 

The charge that Grady performs 
“a large portion of Steiner's lab- 
oratory work—doing all its laun-| 
dry, supplying it with drugs of| 
various kinds and furnishing beds | 
for all its colored patients,” is not! 
supported by the facts. The com- 
mittee from the Auxiliary is in- 
formed by the pathologist at 
Steiner that not more than 5 per 
cent of the laboratory work at 
Steiner is sent to Grady. All tis 
sue work, the important part in 
cancer examination, is done in 
the Steiner laboratories. The 
laundry has been done at Grady 
since fire destroyed the private 
laundry which did the work, but 
Grady charges Steiner more for) 
this service than did private) 
laundries. Steiner pays Grady| 
for all drugs supplied to its pa- 
tients. Colored Grady agreed ‘to 
provide the use of two beds, but! 
these are not always available’ 
and certainly could not take care 
of all its colored patients.

Top Navy Fighter Squadron, Flying Vought Corsairs, Loses No 
Bombers or Surface Vessels in 130 Escort Missions 


SAN DIEGO, Cattr.—The U.S. Navy’s first Corsair squadron, the Jolly Rogers, 
has come home from two tours of duty with the distinction of having shot down more 
enemy planes (154) than any other Navy or Marine fighter squadron. 

The Jolly Rogers squadron, which has also been called Skull and Crossbones, 
Bearded Pirates and Blackburn’s Irregulars, took a leading part in neutralizing Rabaul. 

On February 19, just before they left for home, the Jolly Rogers pilots sent 16 
Zeros into the sea near Rabaul without losing a Corsair or pilot. 

They never lost a bomber in 40 eseorting missions. In the 90 missions on which 
they escorted ships, no ship in their charge was hit by an enemy bomb. While on active 


duty they knocked 154 Japanese planes out 
of the air, sank five small cargo ships and 16 
harges carrying troops and supplies. In one 
five-day period they destroyed 60% Jap 
planes. . 

During its entire combat service, the squad- 
ron flew its Double Wasp-powered Corsairs 
on missions every day but two, on which all 
the planes in the area were grounded by bad 
weather. 

Lt. Commander John Thomas Blackburn, 
skipper of Jolly Rogers, has 11 enemy 
planes to his credit. He 1s second high scorer 
of the squadron’s 13 aces. The top scorer, 
Lieutenant (jg) Ira G. Kepford, who is also 
top scoring Navy Ace, has shot 16 Jap planes 
out of the air. 

“The Japanese pleves are good,” said Com- 
mander Blackburn, “and many of their pilots 
are good, too. The one great advantage we 
have is the toughness of our Corsairs. You can 
get your pants shot off and still come home.” 

In one action Lt. Kepford had his wing 
set on fire, his ammunition was exploding, 
his landing gear was shot away and part of 
the tail was missing. Nevertheless he flew 
the Corsair home, made a crash landing and 
came out of it uninjured, 

Commander Blackburn insisted on perfec- 
tion in gunnery. It paid off. In one action Lt., 
Kepford got four Zeros and one probable 
with only 75 rounds from each of his Cor- 
sair’s six .50-calibre guns. 


Sikorsky Helicopters Now 
On Regular Coast Patrot 


NEW YORK—The regular use of Sikor- 
sky helicopters for off-shore patrol and rescue 
assignments in this area was revealed last 
month by the U.S. Coast Guard, 

The official announcement came shortly 
after a Sikorsky helicopter made the first life- 
saving flight in history by a direct-lift air- 
crait. In the late afternoon of April Ist, it 
dropped out of gale-whipped skies to rescue 
a 15-year-old lad marooned on a sandbar. 

The young fisherman had been stranded 
when his companion was blown far down the 
bay in their rowboat. A Navy patrol flier 
spotted the boy on the sand spit and flashed 
the word to the Coast Guard air station at 
Floyd Bennett Field, where a number of Si- 
korsky helicopters are based. 

Within a few minutes, the rescue craft had 
risen into the storm, shuttled across Jamaica 
Bay, settled on the spit, taken on its surprised 
passenger and lifted him to safety, 

.In an earlier emergency assignment a 
Sikorsky helicopter of the Coast Guard car- 
ried blood plasma to the survivors of a de- 
stroyer explosion in New York harbor under 
almost impossible flying conditions.

B-26 Martin Marauders Come Through 
With Under One Per Cent Combat Losses 


LON DON—F lying against the Nazis over Western Europe in the hands of highly 
trained airmen, Army B-26 Martin Marauders have a loss ratio of less than one half 


of one per cent. 


In the nine months following July 16, 1943, Eighth Air Force Marauders flew more 
than 16,800 sorties and dropped more than 18,000 tons of bombs with a loss of 43 
Marauders. In these actions they downed 43 Nazi planes, chalked up 26 probables 


and damaged 33 more. 

Meanwhile in the Mediterranean theatre 
the Marauders flew 12,420 sorties and lost 
163 planes for a one and one-third per cent 
loss ratio. They destroyed two and a quarter 
German planes for each Marauder lost. One 
of these Marauders, “Skeeter,” registered 530 
hours on 61 missions in the air without a 
change of its Pratt & Whitney Double Wasp 
engines. 

In the first months of the Pacific war 
Marauders fought without fighter escort. 
There were no spare parts for the planes 
and no relief crews. Ninety-six Zeros were 
destroyed at the cost of six Marauders. After 
18 months of the toughest kind of flying, 30 
of the original 53 planes were still in service, 

Stories about the toughness of the Maraud- 
er are numerous. 

Over France, one B-26 was caught in a sea 
of bursting flak. One engine was knocked out, 
the hydraulic system hit, several crewmen in- 
jured. The remaining Double Wasp took up 
the load, pulled the plane toward England. 
Over the coast, the wounded Marauder was 
met by an escorting Spitfire. 

After a safe landing in an emergency field, 
the Spitfire pilot said, “That’s a very fine 
bomber you fiy, to do 180 miles an hour on 
one engine.” 

Another B-26 came back from France with 
no less than 311 flak holes in the wings and 
fuselage. A 20 mm. shell blasted away part 
of a cowling, punctured a cylinder head. 
Shrapnel from another shell also hit the en- 
gine but the Double Wasp never faltered.

Burial in Alaskan Snow 
Doesn't Faze Wasp Engine 


ANCHORAGE, Ataska—Burial in an 
Alaskan snowbank for two months is not 
the best treatment in the world for an aircraft 
engine. But it didn’t bother one of Pratt & 
Whitney’s 600-horsepower Wasp engines. 

During the winter’s sub-zero temperatures 
an Army cargo plane ran out of gas and made 
a forced landing along a river bank. The 
plane nosed over a hidden stump'‘and was 
considerably damaged. 

Army repairmen removed the Wasp, labor- 
jously rolled it through the snow to an 
adjacent knoll and covered it with snow for 
protection. 

Working with a minimum of equipment 
and a maximum of ingenuity, the Army men 
were able to repair the damaged plane in two 
months. All materials and parts had to come 
over the frozen Alaskan foothills to the nearly 
inaccessible spot where the crash occurred. 

Finally, the crew went up the knoll and 
started probing for the engine, now deeply 
buried under two months’ snowfall. They 
dug the Wasp from its snow blanket, and 
rolled it downhill to reinstall it in the airplane. 

Plumbers’ pots were used to warm the en- 
gine. ‘The pilot pressed the starter, and on 
the first attempt the roar of the Wasp’s ex- 
haust broke the winter stillness, a tribute to 
the skill of Americans working under the 
most adverse conditions and the dependability 
of the modern aircraft engine. Two hours 
afterwards, the rebuilt plane flew back to 
its base, . 


Hamilton Standard Designs 
Propellers for Constellation 


EAST HARTFORD, Conn.—Three blad- 
ed Hamilton Standard propellers, especially 
designed to operate at high tip speeds, played 
an important part in the recent record-break- 
ing transcontinental flight of TWA’s Lock- 
heed Constellation. 

The propellers are more than fifteen feet 
in diameter, one of the largest installations 
in operation, Hamilton Standard engineers 
used the NACA laminar-flow airfoil for the 
blades, developed to offset the compressibility 
effect brought about by high speeds. 

The hard alloy duralumin blades are of 
the conventional shape, but have flared shanks 
to help improve engine cooling. Streamlined 
nose spinners on the propellers also contrib- 
ute to improved cooling. 

The Constellation, designed by Lockheed 
for TWA, was flown from Los Angeles to 
Washington in the unprecedented time of six 
hours and 58 minutes, an average speed of 
355 miles an hour. This fighter-plane speed 
is astonishing for a four-engine transport de- 
signed to carry 57 passengers in airline use, 
or 100 fully equipped soldiers for military 
purposes. 

Immediately after its maiden flight the 
Constellation was turned over to the Army 
Air Forces, which have named it the C-69.

STOUT FIELD, Inpranapocrs, Inp.—The Troop Carrier Command, youngest 


branch of the Army Air Forces, has already played an important part in Allied advances 


in every theatre of war. 


The Command's prime function is to get troops and supplies in a hurry to where they 
are needed most. Its Latin motto, translated, means “tle conquers who gets there first.” 
Its planes fly paratroops and glider troops into battle. They bring in supplies to outfits 
cut off from outside communications. They bring their own engineers into abandoned 
enemy air fields with specially designed midget equipment—bulldozers, tractors, rollers, 
scrapers—to put the fields back into service for our own fighters and bombers. On their 


return trips they carry out the wounded. 
They are the aerial carriers which shuttle 
back and forth within the theatres of opera- 
tions. The airborne troops—the paratroops 
and glider troops—are ground force troops 
which ride into the storm of battle on the 
wings of the Troop Carrier Command, 


Short History Crammed With Action 


The Troop Carrier Command was created 
on April 30, 1942. Its thrill-hardened young- 
sters have crammed the two ensuing years 
with action. They spearheaded the invasion of 
North Africa witha 1,500-mile flight of para- 
troopers from English bases. They bored 
through flak and howling storm to land para- 
troops and airborne glider troops in Sicily. 
They plunked paratroopers in just the right 
spot to save the day at Salerno in those first 
anxious 48 hours. They struck with the mass 
parachute attack in Markham Valley which 
paved the way for wiping out Jap bases 
at Salamaua and Lae, and dropped glider 
troops behind Jap lines in the recent invasion 
ot Burma. 

Interspersed are little stories. “You've 
never lived until you have flown ‘contour’ 
in a C-47 ten feet off the ground or just 
above the tree tops,” you are told. 


Tree Top Flying Is Routine 


It’s routine for them to fly hugging the 
ground, up hill, down hill. Enemy fighter 
planes can’t get at them from underneath. 
Neither can they attack from above for fear 
of “mushing” into the ground on the pull- 
out. Contour flying neutralizes ground fire 
because the plane comes and goes before guns 
can swing into action. 

“It isn’t true that a propeller will shatter if 
it churns into wave tops in flight. We were 
flying at wave height over the Mediterranean. 
The plane in front of me dipped too low. 
Propeller blades smacked into the water. It 
didn’t bother the propeller but the water made 
the engine sputter,” one pilot told. 

Another pilot told of the habitual beating 
engines take. “They're swell, but they over- 
heat when they get choked up with leaves 
while flying through tree tops! I had a Twin 
Wasp cut out on me that way once.” 

In TCC battle area operations overloads 
are normal. An airplane isn't overloaded until 
no more can be stowed aboard, 

TCC’s airplanes include the Douglas C-47 
and C-53, Curtiss Commando C-46 and Doug- 
las C-54, all powered by Pratt & Whitney en- 
gines. The Command’s gliders are the CG4A 
and the big new CG13 which can carry 30 
men and their equipment into battle.

Two years ago the Navy and the designers, 
the Chance Vought Aircraft division of 
United Aircraft Corporation, enlisted Good- 
year to swell the production.of Corsairs. The 
Navy accepted the first Goodyear-built Cor- 
Sair a year after ground was broken for the 
new factory. 

This is Goodyear Aircraft’s first venture 
at building complete heavier-than-air air- 
craft, but it has for some time built wings, 
fuselage sections, and many other airplane 
parts. 

The combination of their own experience 
and the cooperation of Navy and Chance 
Vought engineers has enabled the Goodyear 
organization to announce at this early date 
that their Corsair program is at peak capacity. 


Advanced Double Wasp to Give 
Thunderbolt, Corsair, Hellcat 
“Greater Perfarmance” 


KANSAS CITY, Mo.—Army and Navy 
last month joined forces in partially unveiling 
the newest weapon in the battle of production, 
it was the three and one-half million square 
foot engine plant here (one of the largest in 
the world) operated without profit or loss by 
Pratt & Whitney Aircraft Corporation of 
Missouri for the United States Navy. 

In this, which the Navy called “its No. 1 
priority plant,’ is being built a newly devel- 
oped Pratt & Whitney engine described by 
Rear Admiral Dewitt C. Ramsey, chief of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, as a “must for 
victory.” It is the “C” model of the Pratt & 
Whitney R-2800 Double Wasp. 

High-ranking Army and Navy officers 
stressed the importance of the increased 
horsepower in the new engine. 


Thunderbolt to Get C Engine 

Pointing out that air power is world power, 
Brigadier General Edwin S. Perrin, USAAF, 
declared that “it is clear to many of us that 
horsepower is airpower.” The new C engine, 
he revealed, will be installed in the Republic 
Thunderbolt which already has “hung up 
such a glorious record” with an earlier model 
of the Double Wasp. The new Thunderbolt 
with the new engines will take the measure 
of anything the enemy can produce in the 
near future, he said. 

Admiral Ramsey emphasized the “solemn 
responsibility of maintaining a consistent 
technical lead over our adversaries.” The R- 
2800-C, he declared, “cannot be matched in 
the power-weight ratio by any products I 
know of at the present time that may flow 
from the production resources of Mr. Hitler 
and Mr. Tojo. Normally we rate the C en- 
gine at 2,100 horsepower. But we have found 
that we get greatly increased horsepower 
by using water injection developed by Pratt 
& Whitney Aircraft.” 


Earmarked For Corsair and Hellcat 

The Admiral said that every time he picked 
up an airplane production schedule he found 
more airplanes depending on that engine. “I 
am not at liberty to tell you all the fighting 
aircraft for which this engine is earmarked,” 
he said. 

“General Perrin has already given you a 
clue tothe Army’s keen interest in the 2800-C, 
Perhaps you can get a general idea of the 
Navy’s interest when I tell you that such 
famous types as the F4U Vought Corsair 
and FoF Grumman Hellcat fighters, already 
the scourges of the Pacific, will reach even 
greater heights of performance with this new 
Double Wasp engine. Others so new that I 
am not at liberty to disclose names or identify- 
ing symbols also will be powered by your 
engine, 


More Manpower Needed 


Kansas City and its people were singled out 
for praise in undertaking a project of this 
size in an area which is not “the traditional 
home of precision tool work any more than 
New England 1s the home of 10,000-acre 
wheat farms and great packing houses.” 

The plant is scheduled to go into full 
production about a year from now when it 
should reach a monthly output of almost 
three million horsepower including power 
sections to be sent to East Hartford for as- 
sembly there. 

To achieve this goal, however, it was de- 
clared that more manpower must be obtained. 
Approximately 200 new employees are need- 
ed every day until there are many more thou- 
sands building these engines at Kansas City’s 
mammoth new plant. 


HELLCAT PILOT HOME AFTER TRUK HARBOR RESCUE |

SAN FRANCISCO, Ca.ir.—A Vought 
Kingfisher flew through the concentrated 
fire of Jap ship and shore batteries, landed 
in Truk harbor during the Navy’s first attack 
on that famous Jap stronghold, picked up a 
downed fighter pilot and got away safely, 
the rescued pilot reported on his return here. 

Grumman Hellcat fighters had stormed in 
over the base early that morning to strafe 
grounded enemy planes. Before returning to 
their carriers, they swept out over the harbor 
to silence anti-aircraft batteries on the enemy 
ships there. Halfway across the harbor one 
Hellcat faltered and crash-landed in the 
water. The pilot got out and inflated his “Mae

West,” but he wasn’t safe. 

A Jap patrol boat headed his way to make 
the capture. His Hellcat teammates swooped 
to drive off the enemy and flashed a call for 
help to the task force. 

Miles away the pilot of a Vought King- 
fisher observation scout, poised on a cruiser’s 
catapult, revved up his Wasp Jr. engine, shot 
into the air and headed for Truk, Flying 
through a hail of fire, he landed in the har- 
bor. The Hellcat pilot paddled over to him, 
clambered aboard and squeezed into the rear 
seat with the gunner. 

The little plane lifted off the water and 


flew saiely back to the cruiser.
